Wells, Fargo & Co. *3»,194.98 in United 
States srold for bank nates shipped 
to the Peruvian (fovernment which 
were captured and used by the Chile- 
ans and (or which the company had 
never been paid. 
The famous Lon- 


dreau claim for 810,000,000 was reject- 
ed; the Grace claims, amounting to 
about f2.000.000 have been arpued. but 
no decision has been rendered. The 
Gubers' claim for over two and one- 
half millions was argued in part yes- 
terday, but no decision is possible be- 
fore April 9, when the commission ex- 
pires. 


A decision on the demurrer in the
